The record further reflected that the subject entered the Temple 
University School of Business and Public Administration under the G.I. Bill 
on March 5, 1947, to study Journalism. He continued in attendance until ay 
17, 1949, at which time he withdrew from school because of "the pressure of 


outside contractual commitments." Record reflected that he did not complete 


his course of study, and, consequently, was not awarded an acaderiic degree. 
Record also reflected that in September, 1916, the subject listed his resi- 
dence as 1330 South 20th Street, Philadelphia, Pa. 


— — Clerk, Registrar's Office, Temple University, 
advised that a review of her records reflected that the subject was in 
attendance in the University's School of Business and Public Administration 
from Mareh 5, 1947, until May 17, 1949, at which time he withdrew voluntarily 
due to "the pressure of outside contractual commitments."

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TRANSLATION FROM FRENCH 


Article appearing in the November 4, 1967, issue of "Tribune 
de Lausanne," Lausanne, Switzerland, containing a report on 
a talk given by William Gardner Smith. 


"The Racial Problem in the United States" 


William Gardner Smith is a newspaperman. He is an 
American. He is a man we cam call a witness of our times. He 


is an expert on the problem of the American Negro. William 
Gardner Smith is a Negro. 


"Club 44" of La Chaux-de-Fonds had the privilege 
of hearing him speak about this problem and the status of 
Negroes in the United States. Never will we hear a man more 
objective and more desirous of objectivity than he. 


At the age of 24 he left the United States and an 
excellent job. After being away from his country for 16 
years, he returned there this summer. He observed the 
transformation which has taken place among American Negroes. 


The riots of this summer surprised everyone who is 
not familiar with the problem of the American Negro. In 
Europe people say: “What is happening? We know that there 
is a problen, but the Negroes are not badly treated, are 
they? Don't they live well?" 


The condition of American Negroes, which is the 
reason for the riots, is difficult to set forth due to the 
subtlety of the problem. 


First of all it must be understood that money is 
in short supply among the Negroes. | 


Also, there are the ghettoes. They must be seen 
to be believed. I come from one. In 15 years the Negro 
population of Harlem has doubled. Nevertheless, the ghetto 

|remains within its rigid confines. In Harlem you pay as 

© much for one room as you pay for an apartment in New York, 
because there aren't any places in which to live. There 

2 c3 are no empty rooms and you can 't go anywhere else. 
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I was 14 years old when the police came to the 
conclusion that I lacked proper respect. They took me to 
a cellar of a police station, stripped me naked and for 
more than a half hour beat me with a rubber hose. All the 
while they explained to me that they were doíng it for my 
own good; I had to understand how I should live and what 
my place was in the United States. Then they arrested me 
and accused me of disturbing the peace. They sentenced me 
to ten days in prison or fifty dollars fine. Where could 
I find fifty dollars? 


I served my ten days in prison. Thus, I was no 
longer able to aspire to a political position. In America 
you cannot have a police record and hope to be a politician. 


Prices in ghetto stores are higher by 20 to 25 
per cent than in other areas. You have to pay on credit to 
pay such enormous prices. This results in indebtedness. 


In addition to this situation, there is racism. 
Racism is something undescribable. You must live under it 
to know it. I was away from the United States for 16 years 
and when I returned I found this evil just as I had left it. 
This situation: ghettoes, racism, etc. carries with it the 
elements of revolt. However, this is not a new situation. 
Why then the revolt of this summer? 


There were both internal and external reasons. 
The external reasons are the most important. For the last 
two years a fundamental change has taken place among 
American Negroes. This is very important. Negroes have 
always believed in integration, even when there were 
lynchings and homes burned down in the South. Negroes 
have always had faith in their struggle to integrate into 
American society. A new element, however, has been 
introduced. More and more Negroes no longer believe in 
this struggle. 


On the interior plane; many things have led 
Negroes to examine their conscience, 


The Second World War opened their eyes. I was 
a soldier in Berlin for a year and a half, in 1946. It 
was an astonishing revelation for me. I had joined the 
Army to fight against Nazism. In Berlin the Nazis treated 
us Negroes better than our fellow American soldiers. There 
was such hate between blacks and whites in the American 
Army that there were even group: battles. They were actual 
battles, involving revolvers, rifles and machine guns. 
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This is why the American High Command forbid its 
soldiers to carry weapons. On the eve of the Normandy 
Invasion, thousands of American soldiers had squared off 
against each other in England. 


Once the war was over, Negro soldiers, just like 
the other soldiers, returned home. Many came from backward 
regions of the South. There they no longer would accept 
being treated as before. They had seen something else. 
Hundreds of thousands of them took note of their condition 
and joined the movement for civil rights. Later they joined 
the movement for integration. These movements continued to 
grow. There were marches, many marches. The police unleashed 
dogs against children. They remembered. 


All this was capped by the great march on Washington. 
Then there was the assassination of Kennedy.  Negroes believed 
that Kennedy was assassinated because of hís favorable (at 
least advertised) position on Negro rights. Then there was 
the death of Malcom X. Negroes believed that he was killed 
by or with the complicity of the CIA. It matters little 
from the historical point of view, in regard to social move- 
ments, if this is true or not. Negroes believed it. So the 
Negroes took stock; non-violent demonstrations had achieved 
nothing. The enemies of the Negro had gone to the extreme 
of killing Kennedy, who was favorable to them. 


They took a lesson from this. 


On the exterior plane, there was the rise of the 
third world and in particular the rise to independence of 
African countries. This is most important. 


When I was young, Negroes did not even think about 
Africans. They never saw them, They had seen blacks in 
Tarzan films. These blacks were idiots with spears. With 
African independence and the coming of black notables on 
the international scene, the Negro was able to identify 
with the African. This identification was such so as to 
change the opinion which the American Negro has had of 
himself. Negroes became proud of their African origins. 
They started to call themselves Afro-Americans rather than 
Negroes. 


Vietnam is one of the very important external 
elements. I have spoken with the mothers of American 
Negroes whose sons are fighting in Vietnam against colored 
people. They cannot understand why their children do not 
have any rights at home. 


— 
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In identifying with Africa, Negroes identified with 
all the countries of the third world. The Negro felt proud 
to be part of the third world with the Vietnamese, Africans 
and Latin Americans. 


Then along came the theory of a Negro colony in 
America. Malcom X was the first to say that Negroes 
constituted a colony in America, within the United States. 


Today the Negro leaders of America talk about this 
situation. All these things: a re-evaluation of the 
situation, the influence of external, and the influence of 
internal things led to the riots this summer. 


This is only the beginning. 


It is necessary to know what the militant wing of 
Negro movements is thinking. These are the ones who organized 
the riots. 


TRANSLATION FROM FRENCH 


Article appearing in the November 5, 1967, issue of "Tribune 
de Lausanne," Lausanne, Switzerland, containing a report on a 
talk given by William Gardner Smith. 


“Will Negroes Seize Power Tomorrow 
in American Cities?" 


William Gardner Smith, American reporter, discussed 
the racial problem as it exists today in America in a talk 
given at "Club 44" in La Chaux-de-Fonds. 


After having discussed the context of the problem, 
he explained the intentions of various groups now active in 
America. 


,"In my youth I was a militant in groups favoring 
integration. Then I left America for 16 years. When I 
returned I spent several months looking for my former comrades 
in the struggle. I found them and saw that they had changed 
a great deal. Thanks to them I was able to contact leaders 
of active groups, both clandestine as well as publicly known. 


"The Negro leaders said: ‘Since we are in an 
internal colony in the United States, we should fight for our 
independence. However, we are not able to drive the enemy 
out. Therefore, what can we do within. the interior?! 


"Certain Negroes simply 'exploded' as they did 
during the summer of 1967. Leaders have drawn a lesson 
from these explosions: The greater number of deaths 
occurred among Negroes, and it was mostly Negro property, 
stores and homes that were destroyed. Thus better means of 
action had to be found. 


"It was in searching for a better method of 
struggle that the theory of Black Power was born. This 
theory attempts to meet the specific situation of Negroes 
in America. 


"Black Power has two wings. One wing says: We 
wish self-determination. We wish to administer our own 
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"This is the theory of limited intervention. The 
other wing has for a theoretician a worker in an automobile 
factory, E He is also a writer and a philosopher, 
but he keeps S job as a worker. This is his foot in reality. 
Along with all the other observers,  ]|maintains that a great 
change has taken place in the United States. More and more 
Negroes are coming to take up residence in the cities while 
whites go to the suburbs.  Negroes are already in the majority 
in various cities such ss Washington, for example.  Every- 


where their numbers are increasing. Therefore,  |proposes: 
‘Let us take and govern American cities. 


"Experts are in agreement when they say that if the 
migratory tendency continues then Negroes will be in the 
majority in all the major American cities within five or ten 
years. 


"Let us form a government in Detroit, Chicago, New 
York, and let us name a Negro mayor, a Negro chief-of-police 
and a Negro treasurer. | 


"As a result of increasing automation, less and 
less people work in private business. Employees of the 
government, states and cities are becoming more and more 
numerous. If we govern the cities, we shall decide the 
fiscal policy and we shall control all the employees of 
administrations where we appoint Negroes. Is this possible 
or not? An important segment of Negroes believes that it 
is possible: that they will control the large cities. 


The Groups 


"Black Power ~ This is the rising group which 
attracts people living in the ghettoes where numerous 
participants in the summer revolts were recruited.  Further- 
more, the great event of 1967 was essentially this: The 
entry into action of the ghetto people. These people had 
never before done so. 


"The Separatists - Better known under the name 
'Black Muslims,' these people are supporters of the idea of 
creating two or three independent Negro states in the 
American South. Nobody besides the Muslims themselves believe 
in this idea. Even Ralph Brown does not believe in it. What 
would these states be without resources? It would be worse 
than in Latin America. 


"The Integrationists ~ These are composed of 
different groups who still believe in integration. You 
find Negroes of the bourgeois class, some Southern rural 
Negroes and usually those over 40 years of age and con- 
servatives included in this group. They follow Martin 
Luther King. 


"The Five Per Cent - These are the young anarchists. 
They are very dangerous. According to them, the Negro 
population of the United States is composed of 10 per cent 
traitors, 85 per cent sheep and 5 per cent active Negroes. 


"For its supporters, Black Power is not a lasting 
solution but only a stage in the struggle. In this 
perspective they envisage an action which will completely 
transform all of American society. In the end whites and 
Negroes will live in harmony. If you mention socialism they 
say that this is a type of socialism different from any now 
known. 


"They can count on the support of certain allies. 
However, they do not wish direct support but a parallel 
support from these allies. The partisans of Black Power 
believe in the support of a certain segment of the young 


white population. For example, the 'Movement of Students 
for a Democratic Society’ is one such example. Members of 
‘The Five Per Cent’ advocate a radical change in American 
society. They say 'that which we wish for the United States 
is to be different than anyone else in the world.’ They 
admire Fidel Castro and Che. 


"Leaders of the Black Power Movement work for 
joint action by their group and related groups. 


"Next year will be worse than 1967. There will be 
'more of the same thing,' but everything will be better 
organized in the summer of 1968. You will see more and more 
white youths entering into action on the side of the Negroes. 
I saw in Chicago white snipers firing alongside Negro 
snipers. This is an interesting but a little known fact. 
Snipers fired from roof tops in many large cities. They 
fired at police officers only (during the demonstrations a 
significant fact is that the only dead whites, with one 
single exception, were police officers). Newspapers did not 
mention these incidents. They were asked not to because this 
would have created a public uproar. Sent by Negroes, white 
youths infiltrate extremist white organizations in order to 
become acquainted with the intentions of the enemy and prepare 
a counter thrust. 


"Along with these violent actions, you are going 
to see a political movement being born for the 1972 elections 
and a split in the Democratic Party. This is all I have to 
say for the moment." 


That was all for the time being, but after a pause 
of a quarter hour, Smith spoke three more times in replying 
to questions from his audience.

William Gardner Smith, journaliste américain a exposé Je probleme racial 
tel qu'il se présente aujourd'hui en Amérique, au « Club 44» à La Chaux- 


de-Fonds. 


Aprés avoir démontré dans quel contexte le probléme se posait (1), il 
explique les intentions des divers groupes actifs actuellement en place en 


Amérique. 


«Dans ma jeunesse, j'ai été un 
militant dans les groupes partisans 
de l'intégration. Puis j'ai quitté 
l'Amérique pendant seize années. 
Quand j'y suis retourné, il y a quel- 
ques mois, j'ai recherché mes an- 
ciens camarades de lutte. Je les ai 
retrouvés. Ils avaient bien changé. 
Grâce à eux, j'ai pu entrer en con- 
tact avec les dirigeants des groupes 
actifs tant clandestins que publique- 
ment connus. 

Les chefs noirs disent: « Puisque 
nous sommes une colonie intérieure, 
aux USA, nous devons lutter pour 
notre indépendance. Mais nous ne 
pouvons pas chasser l'ennemi. Alors, 
que faire de l'intérieur ? 

Certains Noirs « explosent » 
plement, comme cet été 1967. Les di- 
rigeants ont tiré la leçon de ces 
explosions: la plupart des tués 
étaient des Noirs et c'étaient des pro- 
priétés de Noirs qui ont été détruites, 
magasins et logements. Il faut donc 
irouver de meilleurs moyens d'ac- 
tion.

L'année prochaine sera pire que 
1967. On aura « plus de la méme cho- 
se » mais tout sera mieux organisé en 
été 1968. On va voir de plus en plus 
de jeunes Blancs entrer en action à 
cóté des Noirs. J'ai vu à Chicago des 
tireurs blanes à cóté des tireurs 
noirs. C'est intéressant et peu connu. 
Les tireurs ont poursuivi leur action 
depuis les toits dans plusieurs gran- 
des villes. Ils tiraient sur les poli- 
ciers, uniquement (pendant les émeu- 
tes, fait significatif, les seuls morts 
blancs, à part une seule exception, 
ont tous été des policiers). Les jour- 
naux n'ont pas parlé de ces « inci- 
dents». On leur avait demandé de 
n'en pas faire état parce que cela 
créait une publicité néfaste.

NATION OF ISLAM, Formerly Referred 
to as THE MUSLIM CULT OF ISLAM, aka 
MUHAMMAD'S TEMPLES OF ISLAM 


In January, 1957, a source advised Elijah Muhammad has described his 
organization on a nationwide basis as the "Nation of Islam" and "Muhammad's 
Temples of Islam."

On May 5, 1967, a second source advised Elijah Muhammad is the 
national leader of the Nation of Islam (NOI); Muhammadts Temple of Islam No. 2, 
5335 South Greenwood Avenue, Chicago, Illinois, is the national headquarters of 
the NOI; and in mid-1960 Muhammad and other NOI officials, when referring to 
Muhammad's organization on a nationwide basis, commenced using either "Mosque" 
or "Temple" when mentioning one of "Muhammad's Temples of Islam." 


The NOI is an all-Negro organization which was originally organized 
in 1930 in Detroit, Michigan. Muhammad claims to have been selected by Allah, 


the Supreme Being, to lead the so-called Negro race out of slavery in the 


wilderness of North America by establishing an independent black nation in the 
United States. Members following Muhammad's teachings and his interpretation of 
the "Koran" believe there is no such thing as a Negro; the so-called Negroes are 
slaves of the white race, referred to as white devils!, in the United States; 
and the white race, because of its exploitation of the so-called Negroes, must 
and will be destroyed in the approaching "War of Armageddon." 


In the past, officials and members of the NOI, including Muhammad, 
have refused to register under the provisions of the Selective Service Acts and 
have declared that members owe no allegiance to the United States. 


On May 5, 1958, the first source advised Muhammad had, upon advice of 
legal counsel, tempered his personal statements and instructions to his ministers 
concerning the principles of his organization in order to avoid possible prose- 


cution by the United States Government; however, he did not indicate any funda- 


mental changes in the teachings of his organization. 


On May 2, 1966, a third source advised Muhammad had, in early July, 
1958, decided to de-emphasize the religious aspects of the teachings of Islam 
and to stress the economic benefits to be derived by those Negroes who joined 
the NOI. This policy change, according to Muhammad, would help him acquire 
additional followers and create more interest in his programs.
